If present indications are borne out 
by tests, British Columbia may wit- 
fess the development of a lucrative 
new agricultural industry in the pro- 
duction of low-protein wheat, used for 
the making of pastry and biscuit flour 
now heavily imported into the coun- 
try, mostly from the United States. 

Dr. G. G. Moe, professor of agron- 
omy at the University of British Col- 
umbia, says that upwards of 300 car- 
loads of wheat of a low-protein con- 
tent are brought into the country an- 
nually, and the expectation is that if 
suitable conditions prevail this wheat 
can be successfully raised in British 
Columbia. Initial tests along this 
line are said to have given encour- 
agement.

and drinking plenty of water, 

Sufficient clothing should be 
worn to protect the body” from 
chilling and to keep it ‘dry. 
Overclothing does ‘more “harm 
than insufficient clothing ‘as it 
causes excessive prespiration 
and, later on, chilling, Ott of 
door clothing should be Fimoy- 
ed indoors, as it is too’ warm 
for the indoer temperature. 
Unless he removes his outer 
clothing indoors the person is 
apt to become chilled when he 
goes outside again. 

Colds are spread ae one 
individual to another, you 
should avoid coming in contact 
with people who have’ colds 
The hands should be thoroughly 
washed before meals, andcom- 
mon drinking and eating“ uten- 
sils should be avoided. > "These 
simple precautions ‘will © help
